He 
divided the area into four zones, two 
uptown and two downtown and sent 
iiis 10 plows out with instructions to 
open the streets "With dispatch. 


All night the plows cut through 


the snow, making several trips over 
some of the streets where traffic is 
heaviest. Some of the snow equip- 
ment did not return to the city barn 
on East O'Reilly street until 
9 


o'clock this morning, when tired 
truck drivers checked in for break- 
fast. 


Two Plows Per Zone 


Two trucks with plows were put in 


each of the four zones, and stayed 
in their territory all night, and two 
ot the city's largest plows were de- 
tailed to the approaches to Kingston 
10 clear them, the Rosendale Boule- 
vard, Albany avenue, Abeel street, 
eic.

one side of the street to the other, 
city men reported.

to help clear away some of the snow 
by melting it. 


Xo Trucking of Snow 


With weather conditions indicat- 


ing a natural clean-up of the snow. 
no special attention was 
given to 


trucking it away. 


At the city engineer's office this 


morning, it was reported that the 
snowfall, starting Sunday afternoon 
continuing until early this morning 
amounted to about an inch and six 
tenths in rainfall, or approximately 
a half a foot of snow.
